Senator Millard E. Tydings 
rolled steadily today toward what 
appeared to be a landslide victory 
in Maryland. 

Late returns placed him far in 
front of Representative David J. 
Lewis, President Roosevelt's hope 
in the primary election to unseat 
the senior Maryland senator. 

Unofficial tabulations gave 
Tydings a lead in district units 
having 117 of the state's 149 
nominating convention votes. The 
popular vote, from 789 of the 
1288 Maryland polling places, 
was: Tydings 119,168; Lewis 81,- 
999. Arthur E. Hungerford ran 
third with 70.54 votes. 

MAINE GOES G. O. P. 

The Maryland Democratic pri¬ 
mary stole the spotlight from 
Maine's .general election in which 
the Republicans held their ground. 

Reports from 620 of 629 polling 
places in Maine gave Governor 
Lewis O. Barrows, incumbent Re¬ 
publican, 156,511 to former Dem¬ 
ocratic Governor Louis J. Brann's 
139,158. All three Republican 
representatives were re-elected. 

Tydings' smashing drive toward 
victory .showed him leader in 
widely scattered parts of Mary¬ 
land. 

THREE TO ONE 

In several counties on the east¬ 
ern shore, where Mr. Roo.sevelt 
praised Lewis as a pioneer in so¬ 
cial legislation, Tydings was roll¬ 
ing up leads of two and three to 
one. He also was ahead in four 
of six voting distrlct.s in Balti¬ 
more.

LONDON. (Ah—Britain’s four 
defense ministers were called sud¬ 
denly into conference today with 
Prime Minister Chamberlain, who 
earlier had .summoned a full dress 
cabinet meeting for tomorrow to 
consider the central European 
crisis. 

As the heads of the fighting 
services assembled at 10 Downing 
street it was considered virtually 
certain they had been called to 
confer on extraordinary military 
mea.sures. 

TENSION GROWS 

They were confronted by deep¬ 
ening European tension, arising 
from today’s disorders in Czecho¬ 
slovakia and the threats of Adolf 
Hitler’s speech at Nurnberg last

Der Angriff, organ of Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbeis, declared, “The cup is full!” 

PRAGUE. (^)—^The Sudeten German party presented 
an ultimatum to the Czechoslovak government at 7:30 p. 
m. tonight (1:30 p. m., E. S. T.) demanding that the mar¬ 
tial law and extraordinary police measures imposed on Sude¬ 
ten communities be revoked within six hours. 

The party in a memorandum to the government stated 
that if martial law continued it could not “be responsible 
for developments.” 

The Sudeten demand came as the climax of a day 
which saw emergency measures imposed on eight Sudeten 
communities following disorders in which at least eight 
persons were killed. 

TANKS ARRIVE IN BORDER CITY 
WHERE PEOPLE RAISE SWASTIKA 

Earlier Czechoslovak army tanks had rumbled through 
the streets of Eger, Sudeten community within three miles 
of the German frontier, where a huge swastika—^forbidden 
in Czechoslovakia—had been raised above the town hall by 
Sudetens celebrating Adolf Hitler’s speech at Nurnberg. 

The text of the Sudeten party communique follows: 

“\t % r-wjting held today in Eger the situation was ex¬ 
amined by the political committee and negotiating delegates 
of the Sudeten German party in respect to incidents yester¬ 
day and today and measures taken by the government. 

“Negotiators of the Sudeten party pointed out that 
since February, 1938, the Czechoslovak prime minister has 
repeated!;' declared the government would adopt no meas¬ 
ures of importance without a previous understanding with 
the Sudeten party. 

SUDETEN GERMANS IGNORED AND 
GOVERNMENT’S PLEDGE BROKEN, CLAIM 

“Although four members of the delegation were in 
Prague until 10:30 a. m. today and were even in telephonic 
communication with the prime minister’s office, the govern¬ 
ment has ordered and carried out w'^hout getting into con¬ 
tact with the leaders of the Sudeten party extraordinary 
measures of a disquieting and important character. 

“Thus the gendarmerie and military detachments in 
the German districts have been increased and standrecht 
(martial law) has been applied to extensive districts by 
radio. 

“At the conclusion of the discussions representatives 
of Konrad Henlein (Sudeten party leader) and Dr. Frank 
(Sudeten German deputy and aide of Henlein’s) addressed 
to the prime minister the following demand of Konrad Hen¬ 
lein: 

“ ‘Leaders of the Sudeten German party have estab¬ 
lished that a large number of Sudeten Germans have been 
killed or wounded by organizations of the state, or Czech 
frontiersmen. 

LEADERS DENY RESPONSIBILITY IF 
THEIR THREE DEMANDS ARE NOT MET 

“ ‘In this situation the leaders of the Sudeten German 
party feel themselves unable to negotiate freely and with¬ 
out restriction over the rights and fate of Sudeten German¬ 
ism with the government unless the government adopts the 
following measures:

Mr. Roosevelt visited his eMest 
son and secretary, a patient at the 
Mayo clinic, tnree times yesterday. 
James underwent an operation for 
a gastric ulcer Sunday and his 
condition has been reported satis¬ 
factory since. 

Today’s first bulletin on James' 
condition issued from the clinic, 
said: 

“Mr. James Roosevelt has spent 
a very comfortable night. His con¬ 
dition is satisfactory at this stage 
of the convalescent period. 

“Temperature at 8 a. m., 99.6; 
pulse 90; respiration and blood 
pressure normal.’’ 

However, hospital attaches said 
that Jaes’ operation was such that 
several days would be necessary 
to ascertain that he definitely was 
on the road to recovery. 

In between visits to the hos¬ 
pital, the President went for a 
long drive over rain-sodden dirt 
roads.

'FOOLS RUSH IN' 
INVESTIGATOR 
TO BE NAMED 

The special “Fools Rush In" 
grand jury, impaneled yesterday, 
will meet each Wednesday in reg¬ 
ular work session and at other 
times at call of Foreman William 
Schumacher, it was announced to¬ 
day. 

Spending its time yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon by completing its organi¬ 
zation and reading the controver¬ 
sial and assertedly libelous politi¬ 
cal pamphlet, anonymously au¬ 
thored, which was distributed in 
the north county area before the 
August primary, the jury ad¬ 
journed until tomorrow at 10 
a. m. 

A. R. Benson of Orange was 
chosen as secretary. 

An investigator will be named, 
probably tomorrow. His identity 
is to be clothed in secrecy, as are 
all grand jury movements, investi¬ 
gations and testimony. 

The grand jury is due to get 
down to work tomorrow, prob¬ 
ably by summoning witnesse.s. 

There is a strong probability, 
however, that the jury first will 
study evidence in the “Fools Rush 
In” case already gathered by Dist. 
Atty. W. F, Menton and by Sher¬ 
iff Logan Jackson. These two 
officials had asked Presiding Su¬ 
perior Judge James L. Allen to 
impanel the jury, but he declined 
until he said that he learned that 
evidence gathered by law enforce¬ 
ment officials had not been acted 
upon. 

Menton said that he would be 
the jury's legal counsel and would | 
offer all a.ssistance he could. 

At disposal of the jury already 
had been placed an almo.st un¬ 
limited sum of money for what¬ 
ever investigations it requires. It 
will have W. J. White as its of¬ 
ficial reporter and Bailiff Frank 
Dawson as its guard.

“The initiative prepared by the 
California committee incorporates 
a new code in human relations 
built on the fundaments of jus¬ 
tice and fairness. This initiative 
proposed a twentieth century 
method for settling labor dispute.? 
instead of one characteristic cf 
the dark ages.” 

Specifically, the measure per¬ 
mits peaceful picketing by em¬ 
ployes on strike over wages, 
hours and physical conditions of 
employment; allows pickets to 
peacefully persuade others not to 
work for or patronize their em¬ 
ployer, allows pickets to wear 
arm bands and carry banners, al¬ 
lows employes to organize and 
bargain collectively free from in¬ 
terference and allows them to 
strike at any time. 

The measure prohibits blockad¬ 
ing of highways, mass picketing 
through a regulation of number 
of pickets, prohibits coercion and 
intimidation, outlaws secondary 
boycotts, forbids picketing by out¬ 
siders and outlaws “sit-down" 
strikes.

NE'W YORK.—The landing here 
of Dwight Long, young Pacific 
Northwest adventurer, who cir¬ 
cumnavigated the globe in four 
years In a frail 32-foot ketch, the 
Idle Hour, recalled today the dar¬ 
ing exploits of other lone seafar¬ 
ers who have fought their way 
around the world in small sailing 
ships. 

No less than a half dozen wind- 
pushed boats, none of them long¬ 
er than 39 feet in length, have 
been guided through the seven 
seas by courageous sailors who 
risked adventure against their 
few dollars. Long, accompanied 
part way by a mascot dog, Hugo, 
and never by more than one sail¬ 
ing companion, traversed a salty 
course of 34,000 miles, extending 
from Washington, his starting 
point. 

Joshua Slocum, as far back is | 
ISO.^, set sail in a 36-foot yawl. 
The Spray, and negotiated a 46,- 
000-mile course from Massachu¬ 
setts westward—the direction of 
all of the lone .sailors—back to 


Rhode Island. His voyage eX' 
tended three years. 

Setting sail in 1921 from Cali 
fornia in the Islander, a 34-foot 
yawl of his own construction, 
Harry Pidgeon landed again in his 
home state after a four-year trek 
of 27,000 miles. Leaving from 
France, Alain Gerbault piloted the 
Firecrest, a 39-foot cutter, on a 
40,000-mile course around the 
earth, anchoring in the Mediter¬ 
ranean again in 1929. 

William Robinson, who, like 
Long, carried a native boy as a 
passenger during part of his 
around-the-world voyage a decade 
ago, sailed a 32-foot ketch, The 
Svaap, 32,000 miles back to his 
home port. New York. In the 
most recent journey prior to 
Long’s, Roger Strout, a Georgia 
professor, charted a S-l,000-mile 
route from Florida to New York 
in a 37-foot ketch. He was ac¬ 
companied by his wife on the 
journey, which ended in New 
York after three years on the 
seas. 


RECOMMENDED 

A recommendation that civil 
service be extended to include 
virtually all departments of city 
government was made by the San¬ 
ta Ana civil service commission 
last night, after a summer-long 
study. 

The exhaustive, seven-page re¬ 
port presented to the city council 
was referred to a three-man coun¬ 
cil committee which will attempt 
to draw up a proposed civil serv¬ 
ice ordinance. 

it is expected the proposed ordi¬ 
nance will be ready for presenta¬ 
tion to the council for approval 
within a few weeks. The commit¬ 
tee, which includes Mayor Fred 
Rowland, Joe Smith and E. H. 
Layton, will work with City Atty. 
L. W. Blodget in shaping up 
rules and regulations to put the 
plan in effect. 

Civil service now affects only 
the fire and police departments. 
The question of extending civil 
service to other departments was 
referred to the commission for 
study early this summer. 

The commission’s report empha¬ 
sized that administrative machi¬ 
nery has already been established 
and many personnel practices have 
been tried in the fire and police 
departments. 

The report pointed out that San¬ 
ta Ana voters favored civil serv¬ 
ice in those two departments, and 
that there should be no reason 
why all departments could not be 
included under civil service. 

Better personnel administration 
would result for the entire city 
by uniform treatment of employes 
and a uniform method of opera¬ 
tion, according to the report. 

The Santa Ana City Employes 
as.sociation started the original 
discussion of the extension of civil 
service several months ago after 
police and fire departments were 
blanketed upon approval of the 
public at an election. 

If the extension plan la put into 
effect, more than 100 additional 
city employes will he brought un¬ 
der civil service, making a total 
of 275 working under that ar¬ 
rangement, officials said. 

The report was signed by 
George A. Parker, chairman of 
the commission; Phil Brown and 
Clyde Ashen. The council com¬ 
mended the work of the commis-

City to Borrow $50,000 to 
Meet Running Expenses ’til 
First Tax Money Collected 


Santa Ana’s city government 
will borrow $50,000 for use as 
operating expenses until this year’s 
tax monies begin coming into the 
city treasury, it was voted by 
the council last night. 

Delinquent tax payments from 
last year were less than antici¬ 
pated, and the county—which here¬ 
tofore advanced needed sums dur¬ 
ing the “dry” period when no tax 
money is received—is now pro¬ 


hibited from making such loans to 
political bodies. 

It will be approximately 60 days 
before taxes will begin coming in, 
it was indicated by City Attorney 
L. W. Blodget. The borrowed 
$50,000 will be a lien upon the 
first tax money received. 

The money will be borrowed 
from any person or institution 
offering the lowest rate of interest, 
according to the resolution. 


RESEARCH NEEDED TO WORK OUT 
FRUIT MERCHANDISING PUNS 


This is the second installment of 
a discussion by Perrin C. Miller 
as to the status of the orange in¬ 
dustry, with particular reference 
to the marketing situation. The 
first installment appeared in Mon¬ 
day’s issue of The Journal. The 
final installment will appear in 
Wednesday’s is.sue of The Journal. 
In view of the widespread interest 
in Orange county’s basic industry, 
Mr. Miller’s opinions are impor¬ 
tant. He discussed the marketing 
conditions in the September num¬ 
ber of “Citrus Leaves," the official 
house publication of the Mutual 
Orange Distributors. Mr. Miller 
is executive vice president of Al¬ 
bert Miller & Company of Chicago. 


“Modern merchandising in our in¬ 
dustry means an intelligently con¬ 
ceived, well-planned, thoroughly 
co-ordinated and smartly executed 
operation in the packing, trade- 
marking, advertising and sales 
promotion of fresh fruits and 
vegetables originating with the 
grower and shiiiper, tying in 
closely with the activities of the 
broker and jobber and extending 
through to the retailer and the 
consumer. ’The very essence is the 
necessity for a complete plan and 
follow through. Short of that it is 
not good merchandsing. 

“Proper packing or packaging 
and branding or trade-marking 
plays a vital part. In our indus¬ 
try this is in a comparatively 
primitive state with much yet to 
be learned and done. There are, 
of co..rse, some serious problems 
in this connection that are pe¬ 
culiar to our own industry. A 
njerchandising program is not 
necessarily dependent on putting 
the product In consumer pack¬ 
ages. But there Is plenty of room 
for research and progress. 

“Consumer advertising has an 
important place as a part of a 
completely integrated merchandis¬ 
ing program and must not be 
thought of as a self-sufficient 


method which stands alone. Ad¬ 
vertising in its initial stages can 
usually create only consumer ac¬ 
ceptance . . . followed later by 
consumer demand. For most ef¬ 
fective results the product must 
be properly displayed and the re¬ 
tailer must cooperate. 

“Intelligent sales promotion in¬ 
cludes many varied activities that 
need not be covered In detail here. 
It includes, among other things, 
a constructive sales policy and its 
proper execution. It may involve 
the nece.ssity of building up a 
merchandising organization com¬ 
posed of specialty men to work 
the wholesale and retail field di¬ 
rected by capable sales executives 
as Is done in other food industries. 

“Basically the responsibility for 
this entire operation is on the 
shoulders of the shipper . . . 
whether an individual, a firm, a 
corporation or an association. 
Why? Because in the process the 
first essential step is the grading 
and packing ... or packaging. 
’The shipper must do that job. "ro 
properly protect his trade-mark 
and promote his own best inter¬ 
ests he must follow the merchan¬ 
dise through the broker, jobber 
and the retailer to the consumer. 
Many different merchandising 
methods are pursued in the field 
of distribution but we cannot es¬ 
cape the necessity for a complete 
follow-through. The broker, the 
jobber and the retailer must co¬ 
operate In order to achieve maxi¬ 
mum effectiveness and to reap the 
full benefits . . . 

“The high-salaried general sales 
managers of modern and success¬ 
ful food merchandising concerns 
do not earn their pay simply sit' 
ting at their desks and issuing 
orders. Most of them have been 
through the mill and have worked 
up from the position of specialty 
salesman or from somewhere at 
the foot of the ladder in extreme¬ 
ly close contact with the jobber

Flag Approved by 
Lincoln, 50 Years 
Abroad, Returned 

LOS ANGELES. (.T) — Three 
days before he was assassinated. 
President Abraham Lincoln ap¬ 
proved “old glory," the first Amer¬ 
ican-made American flag using 
American-manufactured goods. To¬ 
day, that flag was back in Los 
Angeles, after a half-century’s 
stay in England. 

Composed of 13 red and white 
stripes and 37 stars, 27 of them In 
a diamond-shaped pattern on a 
field of blue, the flag was obtained 
by A. H. Goldsmltn from a friend. 

It was made by Gen. Benjamin 
Butler, woolen mills operator, after 
public sentiment during the civil 
war replored the fact that Amer¬ 
ican flaggs were foreign- manu¬ 
factured. 


Canadian Labor 
Wants Wagner Act 

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont. (Cana¬ 
dian Press).—'The trades and labor 
congress of Canada today ap¬ 
proved a proposal calling for en¬ 
actment in the dominion of "all 
the desirable features” of the 
United States Wagner act. 

It was left to the congress pres¬ 
ident, P. M. Draper, to decide 
which features of the law were 
desirable. Draper said he was 
against "making collective bar¬ 
gaining compulsory" but that he 
approved certain features of the 
United States labor statute.

JOE SMITH IN 
OPPOSITION 


Opposition of Councilman Joe 
Smith and E. H. Layton blocked 
adoption of the emergency water 
rate ordinance last night—but the 
measure bobbed up again In dif¬ 
ferent form. 

The ordinance, which would have 
temporarily raised minimum water 
rates $1, failed passage at second 
reading by a 3-to-2 vote, a four- 
fifths vote of the council being 
necessary for adoption of an emer¬ 
gency measure. 

After Councilman Layton had 
announced his opposition, Council¬ 
man Plummer Bruns re-offered 
the ordinance with the emergency 
clause stricken out, the effective 
date for the rate increase set 30 
days ahead. 

30 DAYS’ DELAY 
The council passed the revised 
ordinance for first reading, with 
the second and final reading set 
for next Monday night. It would 
be possible to pass the ordinance 
in this form by a 3-t6-2 vote, but 
it would not become effective for 
30 days. 

Under the original measure the 
new temporary rates would have 
become effective Thursday, almost 
immediately following final ap¬ 
proval. The ordinance came up 
for second reading last Monday, 
but with Mayor Fred Rowland ab¬ 
sent. Joe Smith’s single opposition 
blocked adoption at that time, and 
a special meeting was called for 
last night. 

124 SIGN PETITION 

Adding fire to the controversy 
was a petition signed by water 
users protesting the adoption of 
the ordinance as being unfair and 
unjust to the small home owner. 

The petition bore 125 signatures. 

Two appeared in person to speak 
against the increase. 

Layton, who said he “reluct¬ 
antly” voted "yes” at the first 
reading, declared: “I think we 
could work out a plan which would 
place a commensuate burden upon 
the large water users, and divide 
the increase among the people In 
proportion to the amount of water ^ 
used. I have no doubt but what a 
more equitable plan could be 
worked out by the water depart¬ 
ment.” Lajdon made it plain he 
did not favor an increase in the 
tax rate, and that the cost should 
be met by the water users. How¬ 
ever, he held that a more equit¬ 
able method could be evolved. 

Councilman William Penn, how¬ 
ever, declared people have the 
wrong impression that only those 
who pay the $1 minimum rate 
will suffel- an increase of $1 in 
the water rate. 

BATES EXPLAINED 
He pointed out the $2 minimum 
would be increased to $3, and the 
$4 to $5. Minimum rates, he ex¬ 
plained, are based upon the size 
of the pipe. Highest minimum is

Prize winning Orange Women’s 
club credit diminutive Adeline 
Peterson for their highly suoce.ss- 
ful madonna against magnolia 
leaves, a palm husk and a gold 
disk gaining luster from a copper 
bowl. To me it was one of the 
most highly finished productions 
in this line yet seen. It would be 
a distinction for any profe.ssional 
arranger. 

Newport Beach Ebell had two 
most interesting tropical studies, 
Tahiti (hibiscus with coral) and 
Bali (brown cloths with a big 
brass tray and woods accessorie.s), 

Insti-uctor in weaving at Scripps, 
Mary EasttA. told me she thought 
Mrs. C. W. Druitt’s arrangement 
of weeds and grasses for Santa 
Ana Ebell the highlight of the 
show, was Intrigued with the 
thought of weaving something in 
the colors brought together there.

and retailer. It is their business 
to know the distributive system 
and its intricate problems all the 
way from the factory down the 
line to the consumer’s very din¬ 
ner table! They cannot intelli¬ 
gently grasp their problems, sense 
the changes and make sound de¬ 
cisions without constantly keep¬ 
ing in close contact through their 
field sales organizations. 

“Do most of us in our industry 
maintain a close enough contact 
with out brokers and jobbers ? 
What constructive effort does the 
average shipper make to consider 
both the jobber and retailer in his 
operations ? Does he have any 
appreciable contacts with the re¬ 
tailers? Does he have a thorough 
and intelligent understanding of 
the problems of the broker, job¬ 
ber and retailer? Is he putting 
forth a real effort to endeavor to 
comprehend these problems, to of¬ 
fer planned assistance in the mer¬ 
chandising operation (if any) and 
to acquaint himself with ail of the 
intricacies of present-day food dis¬ 
tribution ? 

"You may say that the shipper 
cannot be expected to assume 
such a burden and to administer 
such an operation. You may say 
that such ideas are impractical in 
the marketing of fresh fruits and 
vegetables. You may even say 
that it is all too complicated and 
fundamentally unnecessary. Well, 
that’s what many of the old-time 
operators in practically all 
branches of the food field thought 
many years ago before the great 
changes came. 

"Compare the operations of tha 
average wholesale grocer with 
those of the average produce job¬ 
bers. It is true that there are 
many jobbers in our industry who 
are doing a finer piece of work 
than some wholesalers in other 
fields. But that is not, I feel, the 
general rule. There is not enough 
contact or cooperation with the 
retailer. Wholesalers in other 
lines had to learn to do a vastly 
different job of merchandising 
with the rise to prominence of the 
large retail-store chains. It was 
another case of survival of the 
fittest. Many of them passed out 
of the picture and never really 
found out what happened or why. 
Most of the rest of them became 
better merchandisers than they 
had ever been before. 

"The handling of fresh fruits 
and vegetables has been a 'nat¬ 
ural' for many live and progres¬ 
sive wholesale grocers. It wasn't 
just because they were in busi¬ 
ness anyhow and might as well 
be handling additional commodi¬ 
ties. It was principally because 
they had learned how to merchan¬ 
dise. Most of those handling prod¬ 
uce are really merchandising it 
. . . along with the more progres¬ 
sive fruit and vegetable jobbers. 
But what we need is more ship¬ 
pers with realistic and proven 
merchandising programs. The 
progressive fruit and vegetable 
broker and jobber will lean over 
backwards to cooperate with them. 

"Too many of us in this indus¬ 
try are too busy speculating and 
trading to understand the basic 
principles of modem merchandis¬ 
ing. We work early and late un¬ 
der constant pressure and routine 
of business to such an extent that 
there appears to be little time for 
thought or reflection. The mind 
falls easily into a daily rut. We 
do not stop to consider what 
broad constructive steps we might 
take to put our bu.siness on a 
sounder and more profitable basis. 
If we have any time at all it is 
usually to contemplate a few of 
the more obvious things that we 
think are wrong with our indus¬ 
try. 

"It is the shipper’s function, 
(and actually his opportunity) 
either individually or collectively,

The Walnut Prospects 


Walnut growers entered the harvest season this year 
with the warehouses clean. For once there is no holdover 
to drag do'vn the prices of the new crop. 

The California Walnut Growers association, in its 
September issue of Diamond Walnut News, reports the 
carryover, as of A.ug. 1, at 16,420 bags, and now—six 
weeks later—this supply must have all been sold. What 
a contrast with a few years ago, when the carryover was 
about as large as the new crop! 

Moreover, the association reports that, due to favor¬ 
able climatic conditions, the physical condition of the new 
crop is excellent. Packing house managers have esti¬ 
mated an average of only 13 per cent culls, which com¬ 
pares with 21 per cent last year. The merchantable crop 
for the coast is estimated at S01,5i30 bags, a figure con¬ 
siderably in advance of the early summer estimates. 

The walnut growers have developed foreign markets 
to take care of their surplus production. They have devel¬ 
oped successful merchandising .methods. Their prospects 
for this year, and for the future, are excellent. It is 
encouraging to find a large agricultural industiy emerging 
from the slough of despond. 

Hitler, the Great Poker Player 

Adolf Hitler has earned the questionable distinction 
of being one of the world’s greatest poker players. 

He grabbed a large pot several weeks ago when he 
bluffed his way into Austria, and now he has the world 
wondering what his next move will be in regard to the 
Sudeten Germans. 

Britain and France do not know what cards Hitler 
holds in his hand, nor can they figure out what his next 
play will be. His speech yesterday at the Nazi party 
congress merely followed the tactics of a good poker 
player, for he still has not displayed his cards. 

In fact, you can read into that speech about anything 
you wish. You can find these diverse meanings: threat 
of war now, war later, when Hitler is ready to tackle 
France, and no war at any time because Germany wants 
peace with France. 

Hitler evidently intends to grab the Sudeten section 
of Czechoslovakia, hut he is going to wait until he has 
the right cards in his hand. The diplomats of Britain 
and France, who are not as skilled in poker playing as Der 
Fuehrer, have not been able to call his recent bluff, and 
it will be interesting to see what they do when the show¬ 
down comes. 

Chance for Fame 

After all is said and done, Benito Mussolini may go 
down in history a.s the man v/ho put the kibosh on the 
honking—any at all—of automobile horns. He put the 
Indian sign on tliem in Rome, and a writer in the Public 
Safety magazine says he was in Mussoliniville two weeks 
and never heard one honk. 

“A count of horn toots on a New York street comer 
. . . showed that 97 per cent . . . were contemptuous and 
ill-mannered shouts at other people to get out of the way.”

Purge Is Flop 






The “purge” as a political instrument appears to have 
failed in its first serious test in this country. There are 
still a couple of primary political appendectomies to be 
performed, but advance polls hint that they will not 
change the major result gi'eatly. 

The reason purges won’t work is that old John Q. 
Voter constitues himself a blue ribbon jury to pass on the 
ultimate issue. To date John Q.’s verdict has been “not 
guilty as charged,” and the purgees have been given clear¬ 
ance for another whirl at representing him strictly accord¬ 
ing to their own lights in national affairs. 


' NEW YORK.—It is easy to 
sound off about Great Britain’s sa- 
I cred obligation to go to war again, 

I if necessary, to save Czechoslo¬ 
vakia from the foul invader. A 
case can be made out for that. 

But war happens to be a deeply 
personal matter to every individ¬ 
ual who must do the actual fight¬ 
ing, and those individuals, in the 
main, are boys and young men, 
much like Americans of the same 
age. Those who would be called 
on to do the fighting include Can¬ 
adian boys and young men who 
are no more intimately acquaint¬ 
ed or personally concerned with 
a bor ler fight in the middle part 
of Europe than Americans. 

The Canadian border, that un¬ 
armed imaginary line which is the 
only international boundary of 
which they have any first-hand 
knowledge, is not stout enough 
to quarantine the duty to fight and 
be lacerated or killed. If a Can¬ 
adian or an English boy has a per¬ 
sonal duty to fight for democracy 
in Czechoslovakia, a land he never 
saw, it is only a fine technicality 
which relieves an American of the 
same duty. 

Germans Different 

Certainly, Americans admit no 
such obligation, but, nevertheless, 
there are Americans who hold 
Great Britain up to scorn because 
human beings in high office hesi¬ 
tate to commit individual men and 
boys to this war. 

Granted that Germany, if Hitler 
gets away with it in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, will push on, demanding, 
seizing more and more in a drive 
to the east, and that he would 
eventually embarrass or endanger 
the British empire, the fact still 
remains that when the decision is 
made hundreds of thousands of in¬ 
dividual human beings, most of 
them young men, will have to give 
up their studies, their work, their 
homes, and the decencies of life to 
go to a foreign land to fight. The 
generals, and we in the United 
States, will think of the war in 
terms of battles and armies, but 
it will be a war of boys and men, 
nevertheless. 

"'he individual of the German 
side is less distinct in the picture. 
It is not easy to think of him as a 
decent, tolerant, individual youth, 
because today, as before, he re¬ 
presents arrogant, horrible cruel¬ 
ty. He marches in vast parades 
before Hitler, goose-stepping as he 
passes the reviewing stand, and 
he appears only collectively as a 
menace to the peace of the world 
and the security of pleasant in¬ 
dividuals who wish he wouldn’t 
bring on this new blood-letting. 

No End to War 

To a schoolboy or young man 
in England. Wales or Scotland, 
Czechoslovakia is no more inti¬ 
mate than the same land, its lan¬ 
guage, its cities, its people and lo¬ 
cal problems are to Americans of 
the same age. It is a foreign 
country to them, and the rights 
and wrongs of the dispute are no 
more pressing as a personal matter 
than they to Americans. 

If one more war could reason¬ 
ably be expected to settle matters 
for all time, the prospects of the 
sacrifice would be less dreadful 
to the individual who would have 
to do the fighting. But there is 
no reason to think that one more 
war would be anything but a cur¬ 
tain-raiser for still another. They 
have been fighting one another in 
big and little gangs of nations, 
with only breathtaking spells be¬ 
tween, for hundreds of years. 

I AM YOUR RADIO 

I am the essence of the twenti¬ 
eth century. Although I am still 
an infant, I have traversed almost 
the distance from a luxury to a 
necessity . . . 

I girdle the globe in the bat of 
an eyelash. I flash from the great 
towers of the transmitting station 
to a train in its hurried flight in 
less time than it takes for the 
wheels of the train to revolve once.

(This week The Merry-Go- 
Round’s Brass Ring goes to an 
intentionally obscure but inter¬ 
esting Washington character — 
Miibum L. Wilson, undersecre¬ 
tary of agriculture and former 
director of subsistence home¬ 
steads—Editor’s Note). 

WASHINGTON. — Nearly two 
years have passed since Rex Tug- 
well left Washington, but in an¬ 
other embodiment his spirit goes 
marching on. The things he bat¬ 
tled for are being advanced by 
another man—who doesn’t make 
people see red. 

Milburn Lincoln Wilson has the 
same ideas which, under the Tug- 
well banner, “were “dangerous” 
and “radical.” He, too, was a 
college professor, and he uses the 
same phrases that made the sen¬ 
ate hate his predecessor—phrase.s 
like “the culture of technology” 
and “a new life pattern.” 

Yet Wilson holds the post and 
draws the salary that the senate 
grudgingly gave Tugwell—under¬ 
secretary of agriculture at $10,000 
—and nobody writhes or foam.s at 
the mouth. The reason is that 
though Wilson has his vision in the 
stars he has his roots in the soil. 

You simply can’t get worried 
listening to this sun-tanned agron¬ 
omist, who has been a tenant farm¬ 
er in Nebraska, a homesteader in 
Montana, and whose academic re¬ 
searches have dealt principally 
with dry farming, wheat consump¬ 
tion, and the handling of big- 
team hitches. 

Some of TugwelTs old enemies 
might get alarmed about Wilson, 
too, if they knew he was a de¬ 
votee of a British savant named 
Merett and spent a lot of time 
reading Merett’s books on anthro¬ 
pology. They might feel very 
uncomfortable to hear him speak 
of "the normal habitat of homo 
sapiens,” or to learn that in re¬ 
ligion he is “a cross between a 
Quaker, a Unitarian, and a scien¬ 
tific humanist.” 

But his talk is the comfortable 
colloquy of a farmer leaning across 
a rail fence. He even lets rural 
grammar creep into his speech. 
He reaches into his pocket for 
some change and clinks it medi¬ 
tatively as he says: 

“Got to take some of the treach¬ 
erous hazard out of farming. First 
there’s a drought that burns up 
everything, then along come (sic) 
a heavy crop and the bottom drops 
out of the market.” 

Tugwell Team 

This man whom Henry Wallace 
calls “M. L.,” made a team with 
Tugwell in shaping the agricul¬ 
tural platform of candidate Roose¬ 
velt in 1932. Rex and M. L. came 
to Hyde Park while Wallace was 
still publishing his farm journal 
in Des Moines. It wasiWilson who 
developed the “voluntary domest¬ 
ic allotment plan” which became 
the foundation of the AAA. 

He had other radical ideas to 
sell to the new presidential can¬ 
didate. He thought the govern¬ 
ment should “resettle” men whom 
industry had thrown out of work 
—set them up with a house and 
a patch of land, so they could get 
their living from the soil, as their 
fathers had done before them. He 
had heard about this set-up from 
the Quakers, who were already 
resettling unemployed miners in 
West Virginia, and he called it 
the “subsistence homestead.” 

Accordingly, his first big job 
under the New Deal had nothing 
to do with wheat farming or the 
department of agriculture. He 
was made director of the division 

of subsistence homesteads under 
Ickes in the interior department. 
Ijt was this division which built 


the projects at Arthurdale and 
Red House, West Virginia; at 
Crossvilie, Tenn.; and later at 
Hightstown, N. J. 

Through Mrs. Roosevelt's in¬ 
terest in Arthurdale, Wilson came 
to know the First Lady, and he 
has a deep personal regard for her. 
He says she is the personification 
of neighborlines.s—that democrat¬ 
ic good-will which is the priceless 1 
heritage of the farm. 

This touches a point where Wil¬ 
son the .scientist meets M. L., the 
humanit.arian. Its symbol is Tur¬ 
key Creek in .southwest Iowa. 

Turkey Creek 

Wilson was born on a farm in 
Cass county, Iowa, .'53 years ago. 
As he grew up on that farm, he 
swam and fi.shcd in Turkey creek, 
and he cro.ssed it every day on his 
way to school. It was then crystal 
clear and in places as deep a.s 30 
feet. Today the groves of shade I 
trees are dying, the fields are giv¬ 
ing way to erosion, and Turkey 
crock is a muddy trickle. 

Similarly, there has been hu- ' 
man erosion. The neighborliness 
he knew when the town of Atlant¬ 
ic .seemed a remote principality 
ten miles away has given way be¬ 
fore the machine age. The auto¬ 
mobile, the movies, and farm ma¬ 
chinery have come to Turkey j 
creek, but gone is the abundant I 
life of kindline.s.s which Wilson 
felt among his neighbors when he j 
was a boy. I 

“Land has become of secondary 
importance. Land and the home 
have given ground before the mov¬ 
ies, the radio, the five-and-dime 
stores and the Susie-Q. Our civ- I 
ilization has made tremendous me- I 
chanical advances, but these have | 
grown in the last quarter cen¬ 
tury from an infant to an obses¬ 
sion. We are dependent on the 
machine rather than on our.selves,” 
he says. 

This might be the plaint of a 
sentimentalist who could not keep 
pace with the times. But M. L. Wil¬ 
son is looking ahead, not behind. 
He has a contribution to make to 
the machine age — namely, life 
without stomach ulcers. 

"Farmers don’t suffer from ner¬ 
vous diseases,” he says. “Agri¬ 
culture, according to the anthro¬ 
pologists, is the type of life best 
suited to homo sapiens. We like 
it. We take to it. We are stronger 
and happier with our hands in 
the soil. We don’t throw stones 
and gas bombs if we live on a 
farm. 

“If democracy is to survive in 
the United States, the farm is the 
saving element. But it must be ag¬ 
riculture under a new life pat¬ 
tern. 

“There must be a combination of 
industry and agriculture. The in¬ 
dustrial age is here to stay. But 
it brings disease.s—economic dis¬ 
eases of all sorts. We’ve got to 
modify it, decentralize it, with sub¬ 
sistence homesteads supplemented 
by the cash income from industry.” 

M. L. Wilson does not want the 
limelight or the role of a prima 
donna, for his plans reach far 
ahead, so far that he cannot see 
them fulfilled in his lifetime. But 
at least he wiil keep on pushing 
them.

Science News

The highlands of Kenya in East 
Africa, just south of Ethiopia are 
the newest spot where attempts are 
being made to grow pyrethrum 
flowers, whose extract goes into in¬ 
secticides that must be harmless 
to man and animal. F’ly sprays 
are a major product using pyre¬ 
thrum although it enters into the 
composition of certain sprays for 
garden crops. 

This bit of information may not 
set America tingling with its sig- 
rtificance, but one can be sure that 
Japan is keenly aware of the Af¬ 
rican pyrethrum plantings because 
the little pyrethrum flowers from 
one of Nippon’s much-prized cash 
crops. 

Japan in fact produces about 95 
per cent of the world's pyrethrum, 
and the United States, using some 
20,000,000 pounds a year, is half 
I of the world market. In Japan, 
pyrethrum is comparable with cot¬ 
ton in the southern states as a cash 
crop. 

A report in Industrial and Engi¬ 
neering Chemistry on the Kenya 
pyrethrum plantings and harvest 
shows that the little flowers of Af- 
I rican cultivation are superior, in 
1 their potency, to the Japanese va- 
I riety. While pyrethrum plants 
I have been grown in many parts of 
the world—California, Lancaster, 
Pa., and Colorado are three Amer¬ 
ican examples—it is only in Kenya 
that a product superior to that of 
Japan is obtained. 

Although the United States uses 
large amounts of pyrethrum it is 
unlikely, in the near future, that it 
I can be grown economically here in 
competition with foreign lands. 

I The pyrethrum flowers are pick- 
I cd by hand and the cheap labor of 
Japan and Africa has the situation 
well under command.
